Those who escaped did so 
by fighting their way towards Fort 
Apache, but it is doubtful if they get 
in. 

Pedro's band attacked Fort Apache, 
but the Department Commander 
thinks he must have been repulsed, 
and he now hulds the canyon through 
which the road runs from Thomas to 
the Apache Passes.

Exiled Frenchmen, 

If there are any Frenchmen in Ne- 
vada who were banished from their 
native land after the coup d’ etat of 
1851, they may be interested in know- 
ing that a law has been passed by the. 
Assembly in France, granting an in- 
demnity of 6,000,000 francs to the ex- 
patriated Republicans. The indemnity 
is not for loss of property, but for 
banishment or exile, and it is not for 
the descendants of the dead, but only 
for those still living. Every one en- 
titled to anything at all is entitled to 
from 400 to 1,200 francs per year the 
balance of his lite. In order to reap 
the benefits to which they are entitled 
the exiles must make application with- 
in two months from this time to the 
Secretary of the Interior of France 


through their respective Consuls.

| “BLACK LEG.“ 


The “Gazette’s” Warning to Stock Men 
Calls out a Description of the 
Disease and Method of 
Treatment. 


After copying the articles which 
recently appeared under the above 
head in this paper, the Pacific. Rural 
Press gives the following information. 
Stock men would do well to preserve 
it. The Press says: ! 


Last year we had inquiries for the 
causesand treatment of this disease 
from our New Mexico readers. As 
the Nevada herds seemjthreatened with 
the malady now, we cannot perhaps 
do better than reproduce for their in- 
formation the maia points as given 
us by John Caswell, M. R. C. V. S., 
from his studies and experience in the 
subject. 

The causes are very difficult to find 
out; we must look to the feed then to 
the atmosphere; activity of certain 
organs may have something to do with 
it. It seems to be more prevalent in 
spring and autumn, and is seldom 
seen in summer or winter. It is not 
traceable to miasma in spring, but it 
ney be due to it in autumn, but not 
entirely dependent upon it. It may 
also be due to inurdinate feeding pro- 
ducing plethora. Young bulls sel- 
dom have the disease; they being 
more active keep their organs ina 
state of health, thus their comparative 
insusceptibility. 

In this disease the blood ferments 
and undergoes decomposition, pro- 
duced by grass, wanting in ftesh-mak- 
ing materials, and in the salts neces- 
sary to keep the blood in a healthy 
condition. French veterinarians claim 
this disease to be due to an infection, 
to an active agent, which appears to 
be of cryptogamic (fungoid) nature, 
acting on the blood in the form ofa 
septic ferment, This agent is a mias- 
ma that the animal finds about him; 
that is to say, an organic substance, 
a debris of vegetable matter suspend- 
edinthe air and retained there by 
watery vapor. Sometimes this miasma 
is found in the waters, more rarely in 
the solid bodies, serving as food. The 
disease may proceed from infected 
animals; the infecting agent is multi- 


a virus, and is communicated by fixed 
and volatile contagion. This disease 
is now being investigated both by the 
English and French leading lights of 
the verterinary profession, and I 
think, before very long, the pathology 
of the disease will be better under- 
stood. 

The symptoms are as follows: It 
appears suddenly; the animal is dull 
and has no appetite; difficult respira- 
tion; great difficulty in moving; cold 
body, head poked ont; grinding teeth; 
lameness in one limb (generally hind 
one.) By manipulation a swelling 
will be found in the upper part of the 
limb, but sometimes it appears on the 
body, over the loins or on the side of 
the neck. The swelling is irregular in 
form, and spreads with remarkable 
rapidity. Atfirst it is very painful, 
but gradually loses its sensibility and 
feels like a bladder filled with air. By 
making incisions, it will be found to 
contain à black, pulpy, frothy sub- 
stance. The respiration becomes more 
painful and Lurried. The patient be- 
comes feeble and staggers in his gait. 
The loss of power continues un‘il the 
animal fails. The skin gets deathly 
cold, convulsions set in, and the case 
ends in death, generally in from twenty- 
four to forty-eight hours atter the first 
appearance of the symptoms. . 
atment in this disease can only 
be considered experimental, the dis- 
ease runs its course so rapidly. If 
discovered in the first stage of the dis- 
ease, give sulphate of magnesia, one 
tb.; nitrate of potassa, two ounces. If 
the pulse is strong, bleed freely. If the 
animal lives twenty-four hours, give 
hyposulphite of soda in two-ounce 
doses, with vegetable tonics, such as 
tincture of gentian,ginger,etc.,in onnce 
doses, twice or three times in twenty- 
four hours, gradually decreasing the 
dose as the patient improves. Make 
several incisions in the diseased part 
and separate the skin from the flesh 
between the incisions (the incisions 
should be made around the margin of 
the swelling). Then rub in a strong 
solution of nitrate of potassa. After- 
wards dress with: Linseed oil, four 
; turpentine, four parts; carbolic 
acid, ons part. 

-Prevention.—Insert a seton in the 
dewlap, impregnated with turpentine 
and croton oil. Bleed ta the extent of 
about two quarts.’ Give to each ani- 
mal two drams of sulphate of iron, one 
ounce nitrate of potassa, and one ounce 
sublimed sulphur once a week. Divide 
the animals in several lots and change

Huitor Gazette. -Dear Sir. Sierra- 
ville was entirely burned yesterday. 
The fire originated in the rear of Mr. 
Olson’s store, about 4:30 Pp. u. and 
spread over the entire village. The 
following are the losers, ,viz.: Miss 
I. Olson, a store; house and goods in- 
sured. M. Dean, owner and proprie- 
tor of Globe hotel, insured $3,700. 
A. Atwood two buildings and shoe 
store. Andy Johnson, saloon in Mr. 
Atwoods building. Dave Stewart, 
large saloon and billiard table and a 
large dance and public hall over the 
saloon. George Wood, drug store and 
harness shop, insured. George Fagg, 
two or three buildings. S. F. Burton, 
drygoods and grocery store. Charles 
Chapman, owaer and proprietor of 
Sierraville hotel. I. Pitman, butcher 
shop. A. S. Nichols & Co., fine brick 
store, with Masonic Hall over store. 
This building blew up from a large 
quantity of powder in the cellar, be- 
fore the fire broke out, it having on 
aa iron roof, and only for the large 
porch around the building taking fire 
it would not have burned. C. C. Dar- 
lings blacksmith shop. Not a single 
business house is left in dne town, ex- 
cepting the livery and feed stable. 
The losses, or the amounts of insur- 
ance, cannot be learned witlr accuracy 
at present. Total loss between $60,- 
000 and $75,000. The town will be 
built, and temporary buildings are 
going up already and some were ready 
for use 24 hours after the fire. 

The losses are not as heavy as at first 
reported. They are, so far as ascer- 
tained, as follows: S. T. Burton, store, 
$6,000; M. Dean, hotel, $10,000; J. 
Olsen, store, $7,000; D. P. Stewart, 
saloon and hall $8,000; C. W. Chap- 
man, hotel, $10,000; George Wood, 
drug store, $5,000; C. C. Darling, liv- 
ery stable and blacksmith shop, $2,000; 
The total less will exceed $70,000. 
The report that a two-year-old child 
of S. T. Burton was burned to death 
proved to be untrue, as the little one 
was found safe and sound after the 


first excitement had ceased.

HISTORICAL RIGHWATMEN.

Hou the Famous Raiders of 1870 Were 

Handled by the Law, and 
Where They Are, 


The secent attempt to rob the At- 
lantic Express calls to mind the fact 
that on the morning of the 5th of No- 
vember, 1870, the east-bound passen- 
ger train was robbed of $41,800 a few 
miles west of Reno. The money was 
being sent from San Francisco to Vir- 
ginia City. The plan of operations 
wes as follows: At Verdi five men 
got aboard the train, and, against or- 
ders, occupied the platform of the 
front car. The brakeman requested 
them to go inside, but they refused 
and practically became masters of the 
train. The engineer was compelled 
to run on to the stone quarry, about 
six miles west of Reno, where the 
sixth man was stationed with guns, 
money sacks, etc. The express boxes 
were broken open and the coin trans- 
ferred to purses made of old boot legs 
expressly for the occasion, with which 
the robbers took to the hills. Detec- 
tives and officers were on the alert, 
and the result was that the whole six 
robbers were arrested and $39,000 of 
the money recovered. 

At the trial conviction was secured 
in each case, and the sentences ran 
from five to twenty-three and one half 
years in each case. One who was in 
for five years served his term out. 
The one sent for ten years was par- 
doned out in order to become a wit- 
ness in a very important mining suit, 
and he afterwards participated in a 
stage robbery in the eastern part of 
the State and was killed. The one 
sent for eighteen years was finally 
pardoned out. Three still remain 
tailors for the State. The same train 
was robbed the next night. The three 
robbers, Tayler, Morton and Barnes, 
were sentenced to thirty -years 
each in the Nevada State 
Prison. Most of the above named 
train robbers participated in the big 
prison break in October, 1871. Taylor 
was wounded; Morten was hung in 
Mono county; Barcer escaped, went to 
Oregon, married aud settled down, 
but was captured and returned to his 
post of duty in the Nevada State 
Prison. This is published for the en- 
couragement of young men who think 
of the road as a steady business.
